western pnrta of Virginia. 
The vic- 


tory of thH army at Hill Springs was 
the first o£ tho war, ut which a tmi- 
turod plitn wtus completely and suc- 
ceHafully carried out. At Hhlloh, tho 
tlm»;ly arrival of the noUlle^ of tho 
Army of the Cumberland saved the- 
day, while nt Missionary Ridgo th-i 
victory of this arrny was one of tho 
most Btupondoua foats 
of 
Iho war. 


Chlckamau^a was the only battlefield 
that tho Arrny of the Cumberland, In 
Its unity, ever yielded to the 
enemy. 


In the spring following tho battlo of
